tVith Their Household Effects Piled Up 


All Along the Principal Thoroughfares 
Two Thousand People Aro Obliged to 
Seok Shelter—A Xumbcr of Government 
Tcnta Are LoauL'd the Flooded City. 
El Paso, Tex., May 29. — Over 500 


homeless families, or 2,000 people, "were 
or. the streets of El Paso during tie 
day searching for shelter. 


Their furniture, clothing, etc., -were 


piled up all along the principal thor- 
oughfares of the cily. The waters con- 
tinued 
to 
rise and before day toad 


dawucd had reached that portion of the 
city in and around San Antonio street, 
•where prominent business and profes- 
sional men reside. 


After 11 p. m. the flood swept over 


six more blocks. The waters were full 
of struggling teams hauling out pro-p- 
erty from the flooded houses. 


The' Texas 
Pacific 
railroad 
had 


thrown up a dyice to protect its track 
near the roundhouse and this backed 
the water up over San Antonio street, 
flooding a 
number of houses and 


threatening to cross the street an'd 
flood hundreds of the prettiest resi- 
dences in the city. Six prominent fam- 
ilies in the c^ty, headed by Collector of 
Customs Captain Davis, armed them- 
selves with Winchesters and crossing 
over the railroad levee cut the dyke, 
letting the water back, and it began 
to recede from San Antonio street. 


A troop of the Fifth cavalry from 


Port Bliss came down to the city and 
offered their services to guard property 
of homeless people 'Which was piled up 
in the stret. 


The city board of -health met and ap- 


pointed 
a 
commitete of six leading 


physicians to take charg-e of a relief 
hospital 
being 
established" for 
the 


homeless and sick, and'the physicians 
are taking them to the improvised hos- 
pital.

Bliss loaned the city 53 tents, and the 
citizens' committee were out gathering 
provisions for distribution to the des- 
titute. At least 400 of the 620 families, 
whose homes are under water are with- 
out the necessaries of life.

for the proposed action', no 


complaint had been made against the 
superintendent, and his efficiency and 
fitness had never been questioned. 
He 


warned the members that those who 
voted to oust the superintendent would 
be personally responsible—though, per- 
haps, some members were not responsi- 
ble in any sense. It did not increase 
their prospects that eight of them met 
two evenings ago and mapped out a 
course of procedure. This showed a 
sort of conspiracy. In concluding, Ban- 
non raised the point of order that Mr. 
Dawaon's motion be declared out of 
order. 
The chair declared the point 


not well taken. Banuon appealed, and 
the chair was sustained by the follow- 
ing vote: A> 68—Clare, Dawson, Goltz, 
Kline, Knorr, Knowles, McAleer and 
.Pursell: Noes—Bannon, Doty, Rhodes, 
Royse and Lynn. 


. Judge Dawson, in answer to Bannon, 


said he did not deny' the memb'ers met 
Thursday 
night. 
It was no crime. 


The majority had caucused last year. 
There was no intention at this time to 
make charges against the 
superin- 


tendent. 
It was not necessary. 
In 


view of the report of the finance com- 
mittee that there was a deficit at the 
end of the present year^ the action of 
the board last year in electing the 
superintendent 
for 
two years was 


clearly illegal. 
He then read the law 


on the subject, specifying that no con- 
tract to spend money shall ba entered 
into by-school boards in cities of the 
grade of Portsmouth, unless the money 
for the payment of 
such obligation 


was in the treasury for the credit o£ 
tho fund from which it shall be drawn, 
and all contracts entered into in. viola- 
tion of such law shall be void. 
Mr. 


Dawson said that there was not enough 
money for last year, let alone the com- 
ing year, and pointed out how the 
chairman of the finance committee ex- 
pressly made provision for the superin- 
tendent's salary in his estimates lor 
nest year. 


Mr. Doty offered a substitute reso- 


lution, declaring that Vickers was all 
right and should be retained, and con- 
demning the attempt to disturb him, as 
it would involve the city in long and 
expensive litigation. This was type- 
written and had been carefully pre- 
pared. It was voted down, 8 to 6. 


Then Supt. Vickers faced the board 


and asked permission to make a few re- 
marks. He said he would not display 
any more feeling than a man in hia 
position naturally would. He then read 
the following: 


Portsmouth, 0., May 28. 


To the Honorable Board of Education 


of the City of Portsmouth, Ohio: 
Gentlemen:—I would 
respectfully 


notify you that I do not acknowedge 
your right to violate the contract which 
your board made with me, under the 
authority of the Revised Statutes of the 
State of Ohio, section 3971 and section 
4017, 
on the lath day of June, 1893, in 


virtue of which I was elected superin- 
tendent 
ol the 
Portsmouth 
public 


schools for the term of two years, at 
the salary of two thousand dollars per 
annum, which appointment I accepted 
at the same meeting, as the record of 
the board shows; and I further notify 
you that I do and shall.at all times 
stand ready to peform the duties of 
said office of superintendent of schools 
until the end of the aforesaid term of 
two years and to fulfill to the letter 
my part of the contract. 
And I re- 


spectfully protest against any action of 
the board, the tendency of which would 
be to obstruct me in the performance 
of my duties. 
Very respectfully yours, 


THOMAS VIOKERS, 


Sup't. Portsmouth Public Schools. 
Following this, Mr. Vickers talked 


a few minutes. He evidently 
was 


deeply moved. His hand was shaking 
and his voice trembled as he talked. 
Yet, withal, he was very dignified and 
very, very much in earnest, "If I 
were to leave Portsmouth after this 
year ana leave my part of the contract 
unfulfilled," said he, "you would have 


cause for action against me. You oould 
compel me to 'specifically perform the 
obligations of the contract, or yon 
oould sue me for damages. 
What is 


binding on me, I maintain, is equally 
binding on you 
I have tried hard for 


nine years to do my duty faithfully, 
impartially and kindly towards all. 
I 


have given yon my utmost endeavor in 
trying to build up yonr schools:, The 
measnie of my success is acknowledged 
elsewhere, if not here. 
None of the 


gentlemen who are opposed to me" have 
tried to find out what I havj done for 
the schools in the past nine years. My 
friends even have not tried—do not 
know accurately what I have done. 
I 


have never apoken, nor caused to be 
written or published a single word in 
my own praise. The office on the other 
side of the hall will show some of the 
work I have done. There were no 
records—not a rag, not a shred of an 
examination paper, not a slip of paper 
written by any pupils in the schools 
on file when I came here nine years 
ago. 
Even the percentage 
of 
the 


scholars were piled up in a heap in a 
curner with instructions to burn them. 
I inaugurated <i system, the duplicate 
of which cannot be found, in the 
United States, because it is my own 
and is copyrighted. I can put my fin- 
ger on the record of any pupil who has 
been in the schools in the past nine 
years, in a minute. You will find in 
bound volumes the record of every grade 
for nine years. 
I defy you to match 


these anywhere in these United States. 
I have not at any time considered my- 
self bound down simply as superin- 
tendent. 
I have saved the board hun- 


dreds of dollars by voluntarily ass^um- 
ing the work of teachers. 
When I 


leave you will find out, and my suc- 
cessor will find out what I have done 
and have tried to do. 


"If 
there is any man in the city 


limits who has a charge to make 
against me, against my competency and 
faithfulness as superintendent of the 
schools, let him come up and make 
them like a man." 


"In reference to those who ere so 


bitterly opposed to me," 
said Sup't 


Viokers, in concluding, "I have been 
urged frequently to make public things 
connected with my administration of 
the schools, which would not redound 
to the credit 
of my opponents, 
I 


have steadily refused to do this, as I 
could not attack these men except over 
the heads of their own children," 


Sup't 
Vickers sat down in dead 


silence. Then somebody called for the 
question, and the motion to declare the 
election for two years void was put 
and 
carried, 
Clare, Dawson, Goltz, 


Kline, Knowles, MoAleer, Pursell and 
Ives voting aye, and Bannon, Doty, 
Knorr, Lynn, Rhodes and Royse voting 
no.It was then decided to caucus Tues- 
day night and meet Friday night to 
elect a superintendent and teachers.

LOWER VALUES 
CLEVER FORGERIES. 


The Secretary of tbe Treasury Predicts 


That the tUngloy B»l Will Be E»ily 
Enacted Into a Law—He Bid Business 
Bleu t» Cast Away the Injurloui Senti- 
ment of Distrust. 
Cincinnati, May 29.—The crowning 


*vent of the visit of the commercial 
clubs Tvas the banquet at the Clifton 
mansion of Alexander McDonald, who 
•was toost for the Cincinnati club. 


The -dinner was most befitting 
the 


dignity of such clubs and the welcome 
to "Dalvay" "was as warm as the hos- 
pitable city could have desired. Owing 
to the necessity for a midnight depar- 
ture of the Boston guests the dinner 
•was served eariy. 


Lucien Wulsin, president of the Cin- 


cinnati club, opened the speaking with 
an address of welcome. The first re- 
sponse was by Jerome Jones, president 
of the Boston club. Mr. Jones gave a 
sketch of the origin of the Boston club 
29 years ago, and spoke of the value o! 
unity of action by these organizations, 
especially in supporting the credit of 
the government and in maintaining in- 
violate the dignity and power of the 
branch of the government which is the 
final arbiter of all questions that arise 
in. the administration of the affairs of 
the nation. 


Mr. West, president of the St. Ltouis 


club, made a toappy response, full of 
humorous 
touches, that kept the

The secretary of the treasury, he 


said, wants your co-operation in bring- 
ing speedy relief. 


Secretary G^age was vociferously ap- 


He eaid 
in beginning his remarks that before 
coming he had called on the president 
and asked permission to say for the 
administration tnat there must be 
proper revenue raised, and there must 
fo« a sound system of currency estab- 
lished. The president said, "That ia 
exactly •w'hat I want you to say."

Make Volume of Business Appear L««S 


Thwn In Prosperous Years. 


New York, May 29.—R. G. Dun & 


Company's weekly rev'ew of tradr3| 
says: People are actually doing more 
business than they realize. ^They reck- 
on by values, but these are much lower 
than in any previous year of prosperity 
and leave little marging for profits. la 
quantity there is almost as much busi- 
ness being done as the years of great- 
est prosperity; the comparison is not 
discouraging. 


The recovery is slow, hesitating and 


gradual, but more has been done on 
the whole in May than in April, while 
returns of April showed the volume of 
business only 10 per cent smaller than 
that of the best year heretofore. Yet 
hesitation is doing its 
work every 


week, and multitudes are waiting be- 
cause of possibilities at 
Washington, 


who ought to he filling the demand for 
labor and the products of labor. 


Events have proved that the crops 


of wheat going out is much larger than 
any of the markets expected, and west- 
ern receipts for the week were 30 per 
cent larger than last year, while Atlan- 
tic exports have, been for four weeks 
6,315,329, flour included, against 4,988,- 
777 last year. 


At this season actual receipts count 


rather than predictions, and the truth 
is that the country has exported an ex- 
traordinary qantity of wheat and flour, 
and yet has so much spare that tha 
May option has declined nearly 1 cant 
for the'week:. 


Manufacturers have especial causes 


of delay owing to the possible competi- 
tion with foreign goods, largely 
im- 


ported, but there has been no setback 
in prices, although cotton goods are 
dull without large demand and print 
cloths are at the bottom price. It is 
evident that production far beyond the 
consuming demand has forced the in- 
dustry into a waiting attituda. 


Distribution of all dry goods is at 


present retarded also by cooler weath- 
er than is usual at this season. The 
woolen mills are producing more than 
they have done for years, though much 
less than they could or would like to 
produce, and manufacturers are doing 
almost nothing In the wool market, 
though speculation has kept the sales 
large—in four weeks of May 28,805,500 
pounds against 20,159,350 in the cor- 
responding weeks of 1892.

against 239 last year and 22 in Canada 
against 20 last year.

Lately they 
went to England and have been fol- 
lowed there from Toronto by Secre- 
tan's first wife, who at once had him 
arrested for bigamy. 


The case is in the higher court in 


London. SecretaTi produced documents 
to show that he 'had been granted a 
divorce from his first wife by the com- 
mon pleas court in Cleveland and he 
had been made a citizen of the United 
States by 'the same court, thereby plac- 
ing him beyond the authority of the 
English courts in this case.
